LETTER XIX.

Dear Judge: To save effort and 
space, I shall convey to you a mod- 
est opinion about ancient Jerui 
iem, in dogmatic form. Over the 
jutting promontory of Jerusalem 
embracing five unique summits 
with corresponding valleys, there 
has always rested a sacred mys- 
tery. In the dim mists of its earli 
est history there emerge here a 
ind an altar, presided over 
by the most august personage of 

history between Adam 
Christ. "Now consider how great 
n was unto whom Abraham 
the patriarch, gave a tenth oi 
the chief spoils." — Hebrews ' 
He is set forth in the Scriptu 
the most exalted type of the Son 
of God. To this hallowed spot 
Abraham with his vast grief and 
doomed child came to offer his in- 
finite sacrifice to God, with tha 
master faith "that staggered im 
t the promise of God," but grew 
stronger as heannrnached these mys 
terious hills or God . As Jerusa- 
lem is now "trodden down by Gen 
itil the times of the Gen- 
fulfilled" (Luke 21: 
t strangely held by Gentiles 
years after Israel settled ii 
until the time of David, 
ovah had long before chos- 
en it, and was reserving it for his 
appointed time "For the Lord 
hath chosen Zion ; He hath desired 
it for bis habitation. This is my 
resting place forever: Here will I 
dwell; for I have desired it." — 
Psalm 132: 13. 

According to God's promise, the 
Christ, the Sceptre, the h< 
and the temple belonged to the 
tribe of Judah. That is the reason 
why the territorial line between 
Judah and Benjamin made an oth- 
erwise unaccountable bend 
Jerusalem. The line came to the 
Kedron valley at the Virgin's Foun 
tain (En Rogel), thence north to a 
point near the north end of the 
Haram where it turned weBt and 
came out near the present Jaffa 
gate. This gave Monab, Ophel 
and Zion to Judah. Bezetha and 
Akra were left to Benjamin. Akra 
is situated west of Golgotha, and 
separated from the central sum in it 
ofMoriah by a part of the deep 
Tyropocon valley. Akra was a 
Jebusite fortress, and a part of 
Jerusalem. The fierce warriors or 
Benjamin were not able to dislodge 
the JebusiteB from Akra; but 
Judah captured and burned the 
southern section that was allotted 
to them. But later, the Jebusites 
erected an impregnable fortress 
south of the temple hill on th< 
northeast point of Ophel. Tin 
only flowing fountain about Jerusa 
lem was the Kb Rogel, 950 fee 
distant in the edge of the Kedroi 
and under the rocky foot of Ophel

The truant officer shall 
have power to arrest any truant 
and deliver tame to parent, guar 
dian. or to the principal or teach- 
er of the proper school.

Heshall have pow- 
er of arrest and prosecution of any 
violation of StateChild Labor Law. 
He shall receive his pay in one- 
third of the fine, collected. 

This shall not apply to districts 
where there is not a public school 
building with room and seats sutti 
cient to accommodate all the chil- 
dren of that district who are be- 
tween the limits of age herein spec- 
ified.

The National government, having In- 
vested more heavily lu the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition at St. LouIb than 
In any previous World's fair, has ap- 
propriately seen nt to erect there a 
building more costly and beautltul 
than has been erected by it at other 
expositions. 

The building was designed by James 
Knox Taylor, supervising architect of 
the Treasury department It will stand 
commanding elevation at the end 
of the Tranverse avenue, being ap- 
proached by a flight 0* steps 100 feet 
wide, adorned with statues. 

The general style of the building Is 
pseuilo classic. The main facade will

feet from the ground. The Interior 
floor area will be entirely free of col- 
umns, the roof being carried with clear 
spans of steel trusses. There will be 
no skylights, as the building will be 
lighted by clear stories. The end fa- 
cades will contain one central portico 
and will be 250 feet long. The build- 
ing will be staff covered and llu esti- 
mated cost Is $350,000. The Govern- 
ment Fisheries' building adjoining it 
111 cost about 160.000. 
Missouri's building win. head the pro- 
cession of state buildings on the 
plateau of states on the highlands Just 
the government structure and 
overlooking the whole panorama of 
he exposition grounds and buildings, 
,nd there also will stand "The New 
Kentucky Home." It will cost approx- 
imately »200,000 and will be construct- 
ed of wood and staff. "Roman archi- 
tecture with an American feeling" la 
the description given of its architec- 
tural style by the architect, Mr. I 
S. Taylor. The edifice will consist of 
three architectural masses connected 
by balconied links. The center will be 
crowned by a dome which will be gild- 
ed and surmounted by a winged vic- 
tor- A ccicsnadc of Co.lutliiau col- 
umns will surround the drum of the 
dome. The building is to be 812x180 
feet and will be completely surrounded
